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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 21-27 and 30-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Idemoto (EP 0 45 470). Idemoto discloses a curved ultrasonic surgical 
end effector (Fig. 6B) comprising a concave treatment segment defining a first length 
and a central ridge contiguous with and extending substantially along the first length. (A 
figure illustrating the corresponding elements is found on page 3.) A plane located 
longitudinally along the treatment segment bisects the central ridge and the bottom 
surface of the device. The bottom is convex while the top is concave. Located on both 
said walls is a balance asymmetry. Because the balance asymmetries have more 
material toward the edges of the device and less in the middle, the asymmetries will 
counter torque. 

Regarding claims 25-27, although Idemoto fails to disclose the balance ratio, the 
reference discloses the necessary features including balancing features, concavity, and 
a ridge. Therefore the device inherently has a balance ratio of less than 1 :200.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 28 and 29 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art fails to disclose or 
suggest all of the limitations of claim 28 including the asymmetry surface being 
substantially perpendicular to the plane of symmetry. The prior art fails to disclose or 
suggest all of the limitations of claim 29 including, "the first balance asymmetry being 
shorter than the second balance asymmetry." 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed November 15. 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Examiner acknowledges applicant's traversal on the grounds 
that the Idemoto reference fails to disclose, "balance asymmetries" as required in the 
claims. Applicant does not recite the specifics of "a balance region," but generally 
recites "a balance region." Although Idemoto does not explicitly mention balance 
asymmetries as part of the device, the figure clearly illustrates asymmetrical portions on 
both sides of the end effector. Examiner has not used hindsight in the analysis since 
the reference anticipates the claimed device; there are no obviousness type rejections.
